No modern book of adventure is more exciting in its 

way than this story of the escape of four men from the 

harsh rule of the Dutch in Borneo. The author is 
well acquainted, not only with the country itself, but 
with the customs and life of the inhabitants, and he 
weaves some of their most bloody rites and ceremonies 
skilfully into his tale. The book is not too long and 
the interest is sustained up to the end, partly from the 
ingenious device of making one of the party, a Belgian, 
given to intoxicating drinks when he can get them. 
His indiscretions at such moments cause his compan- 
ions much anxiety, and fré- 
quently occasion them great 
trouble. The episode of the 
head-hunters is blood-curdling 
enough even for boys who 
have been accustomed to fights 
in ‘‘ Treasure Island”’ or weird 
mummy dances in ‘She.”’ 
Very clever, too, is the way 
in which the Sumatra man 
prevents his European friends 
from outraging the feelings of 
the natives, by interfering with 
their ceremonies; for instance, 
when he insists on their leav- 
ing the caged woman to her 
fate, demonstrating that they 
could do her no good, and 
would ensure their own de- 
struction. One of the Swiss 
declines to accept this reason- 
ing, and steals out in the night 
to set the victim free; but the 
poor thing does not under- 
stand what is demanded of 
her, and does not know what 
to do with her freedom, so re- 
mains amid her loosened fet- 
ters, and awaits her fate with 
dignity. After this episode it 
is a relief to turn to a descrip- 
tion of marriage rites among 
the Dayaks, for the Swiss dare 
not refuse the offer of the 
chief or Pornan to give him his 
sister, only, contrary to what 
is usual in such cases, the 
young lady does not sacrifice 
herself for her lover before he 
leaves the island, but comes to 

Europe and becomes civilized. 

We need not follow the fugitives 

through all their hairbreadth 
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escapes, from crocodiles, bees, poisoned weapons, an 
infuriated government, or an enraged savage. Every- 
thing is related with spirit, and often with humour— 
a quality frequently absent from books of this kind. 
From first to last, the book is most amusing, and the 
amount of information it conveys incidentally is by 
no means to be despised.

Among the classics which have 

for very good reasons been shut 

out from the reading of young 
people—and from a good many 
old people, too—is the famous 
satire of Rabelais, ‘‘The Pleas- 
ant Storyof the Giant Gargantua 
and His Son Pantagruel,”’ aimed 
at the social and religious abuses 
of his time. Rabelais was born 
in Touraine in the latter part of 
the fifteenth century, and while 
quite young joined the order ot 

Franciscans, but tired of the 

hypocrisy and restraint of the 

brethren, ran away from the 
convent, and, according to his 
biographers, met with all sorts of 
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strange and ludicrous adven- 
tures. He had mastered 
Greek and Latin, and gained 
a considerable knowledge of 
the sciences while at school 
and in the convent, and when 
he was about forty years of 
age began the study of medi- 
cine at Montpellier, and after- 
ward practised at Lyons. 
About 1535 he published the 
first part of this famous ro- 
mance anonymously, and the 
concluding part ten years later. 
It was violently attacked by 
the clergy and monks, who 
were keenly satirized in its 
pages, but Francis I. protected 
him and gave authorization for 
its publication. Rabelais be- 
came curate of Meudon in 
1545, and died in 1553. The 
historian Hallam, in speaking 
of him, says, ‘‘ The most cele- 
brated and certainly the most 
brilliant performance in the 
path of fiction that belongs to 
this age is that of Rabelais,” 
and Coleridge classes Rabelais 
with ‘‘the great creative minds, 
Shakspeare, Dante and Cer- 
vantes.”’ It is a matter of con- 
gratulation that somebody has 
at last done what somebody 
should have done a century 
ago—that is, prepared an edi- 
tion of the great romance, 
cleansed of its impurities and 
fitted to délight readers who 
know it until now by name and 
reputation only. Mr. John 
Dimitry has performed. this 
delicate work, and with emi- 
nent success, and in the hand- 
some volume bearing the title of ‘‘ Three Good 
Giants,”” just issued, children, young and old, 
will find a story which will vie in delightful inter- 
est with ‘‘Robinson Crusoe.’’ The adventures of 
the hearty, good-natured old king Grandgousier, 
his son Gargantua, and his grandson Pantagruel, all of 
them mighty heroes and doers of wonderful deeds, 
will be read and re-read with ever-increasing enjoy- 
ment.

Napoleon was a greedy novel reader. Andrew Lang, 
the essayist, says he was one of the most voracious 
readers of novels that ever lived. He was always 
asking for the newest of the new, and, unfortunately, 
even the new romances of his period were hopelessly 
bad. Barbier, his librarian, had orders to send par- 
cels of fresh fiction to his majesty wherever he might 
happen to be, and great loads of novels followed 
Napoleon to Germany, Spain, Italy, Russia. The 
conqueror was very hard to please. He read in his 
traveling carriage, and after skimming a few pages 
would throw a volume that bored him out of the 
window into the highway. He might have been 
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tracked by his trail of romances, as was Hop-o’-my-

dropped behind him. Poor Barbier, who ministered 
to a passion for novels that demanded twenty volumes 
a day, was at his wit’s end. He tried to foist on the 
emperor the romances of the year before last; but 
these Napoleon had generally read, and he refused, 
with imperial scorn, to look at them again. Poor 
man! he had not Dickens, and Thackeray, and 
Bulwer, and Eliot, and Cooper, and Poe, and Haw- 
thorne and numberless lesser lights to minister unto 
him. How he would have relished Victor Hugo’s 
account of Waterloo, in ‘‘ Les Misérables,”” and what 
short work he would have made of Howells and 
James.

CHARLES DICKENS’ GRANDMOTHER.

Conceive, next, the tenth muse, or sibyl, lounging in 
an arm-chair, and shading her face idly with a hand- 
screen; a powerful-looking middle-aged woman, with 
a noticeable nose and chin, a low forehead, a fresh 
complexion, and full and very mobile mouth. Dress, 
on this occasion, a plainly cut, tight-fitting dress of 
blue cashmere, fastened at the throat with a cameo 
brooch. This was ‘‘ Mawrian Evans,”’ as Carlyle 
called her, the George Eliot of the novels.

If the stains are extensive, it is best to roll up each 
leaf and insert it into a wide-mouthed bottle half full 
of ether, shaking it gently up and down for a minute 
or so. On its removal the oil-marks will be found to 
have disappeared, and as ether rapidly evaporates, a

AN OLD BOOK. 


The account given by Mr. F. Madan ot the valuable 
recent addition to the treasures of the Bodleian Library 
in the little gospel-book of Queen Margaret, sister of 
Eadgar Aetheling, and its identification with the vol- 


ume described by Theoderic of Durham or Bishop 
Turgot of St. Andrews, is so full and satisfactory as to 
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leave but little to be said by either palaeographer or 
artist. 

The text of the MS. is written in a beautiful minus- 
cule hand, divided into the different lections, each 
commencing with the usual ‘In illo tempore.’’ The 
‘*Passio Domini’’ of each gospel is written entire. 

Each of the four evangelists and the commence- 
ment of each gospel is represented within an oblong 
golden framework, entirely destitute of ornament, 
except a small plain golden trefoil leaf at each of ‘the 
outer angles of each of the frames, which are of gold, 
about a quarter of an inch wide, having a narrower 
strip of orange red, pale green, or light blue attached 
to it, generally on its outer edge. In the miniature of 
St. John there is a second narrow strip of pale blue 
attached to the inner side of the gold one. 

These borders are quite destitute of foliage or other 
marginal ornament, thus differing from all the 
‘Canute’? MSS. The only ornamental design occur- 
ring in the initial ‘“‘L”’ of St. Matthew’s gospel, ‘‘ Liber 
generationis,’’ which is 23 in. high and 1% in. broad, 
shaped like the lower half of a reversed s, the lower 
angle of the L being rounded off, and each end termi- 
nating in a dilated knotwork of gold of commonplace 
design; the outer angles of each are covered with 
flesh-coloured dog’s heads, with open mouths (no 
eyes being visible). Down the middle of the body ot 
the letter runs a bar of red lead a quarter of an inch 
wide, edged with lake colour, and having eighteen

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lake-coloured round dots down the middle, each sur- 
rounded with a slender white circular line. 

The commencement of the text of each gospel is 
written in golden letters of various shapes, each pre- 
ceded by the “Incipit euangelium secuadwm Mat- 
theum,” and written in small pink uncials in two or 
three lines. Here the A has the first and the cross 
strokes forming a large oval loop, attached to the 
middle of the second oblique stroke, ending below 
the line in a fine curved line, and finishing in a little 
knob; the D is circular, with a thin line extending 
from the top to the left above the line horizontally ; 
the E is rounded or rustic-shaped ; the G is nearly cir- 
cular, with a slender tail extending below the line; 
the m has the first part nearly circular, the middle 
stroke curved below to the right, and the second por 
tion rounded and carried rather below the line; the N 
has the first stroke carried below the line and turned 
upwards ending in a little knob, the cross bar (slightly 
oblique) joining the first below the top and the third 
before the bottom, where it is extended a little below 
the line; the u has the right-hand stroke carried below 
the line like a cursive y. 
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The commencement of St. Matthew occupies more 
than half the fourth page.

It is a little discouraging to find 
that the country poor are in quite as deplorable a condi- 
tion. Dr. Jessopp has had charge of a country parish in 
England for some years. He is a man of broad in- 
tellectual as well as human sympathies, and he has 
studied faithfully the lives, the circumstances and 
the superstitions of the peasant class. The writer's 
breadth of vision and sense of humor, besides his 
original manner of presenting his facts make this col- 
lection of essays exceedingly interesting reading. 
They provide food for thought and food for criticism. 
We can heartily recommend them to all intelligent 
readers interested in “‘ topics of the time.”

And, for answer, we are pointed to the suc- 
cess of the author’s works, some of which have 
reached a sixteenth edition, while another has 
‘touched its tenth thousand.’’ Such an argument is 
of course conclusive, and, if it does not indicate 
much modesty, displays at least qualities of a thor- 
oughly business-like and nimble-ninepence order not 
to be despised.

David McKay of Philadelphia has undertaken the 
republication of the novels of Charles Brockden 
Brown, the earliest of American novelists and the 
first of our countrymen to make literature a profession. 
The first volume, containing ‘‘ Wieland, or the Trans- 
formation,” originally published in 1798, and a 
memoir of the author, is produced in a style to delight 
the heart of the book collector; in binding, paper, 
and typography it is a model of elegance. Mr. 
McKay’s enterprise is in every respect worthy of 
commendation. Brown was not only a writer of 
good Johnsonian English, of the school of William 
Godwin, but a man of genius. In his depth of insight 
into the morbid phenomena of the human, he really, 
according to Whipple, anticipated Hawthorne ; and 
Dowden, in his life of Shelley, records that four of 
Brown's novels, together with Schiller’s ‘‘Robbers’”’ 
and Goethe’s ‘‘ Faust,’’ were—of all the works with 
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which he was familiar—-those which took the deepest 
root in the poet’s mind, and had the strongest influ- 
ence in the formation of his character. And yet 
probably not one person ina thousand, who is not 
familiar with American literary history, ever heard 
that such a writer existed. But as no edition of his 
novels has appeared for forty years or more, this may 
not appear so surprising after all.
